One pressure 
relief valve was Kart magazine, created 
just for a prevention of that exciting 
new pastime from taking over R&C and 
totally excluding its original purpose, 
reporting on hot rods and custom cars.

"Stroker McGurkT We introduced our 
own little guy, "Arin Cee" (for R&C, 
get it ?), drawn by a talented young 
fella named Pete Millar. I'm a nut for 
humor, so we took on even more 
through the witty dialogue and 
penmanship of Carl Kohler. Great ! Rut 
not all the letters were positive; it was 
felt we were overloading the book with 
gags. But Pete and Carl wanted more 
work, And I wanted to give it to them 
rather than lose them I 
ROD & CUSTOM magazine had the 
smallest stall' in Petersen Publishing's 
empire. When KART was started they 
took it away from home and gave it to 
the folks at CAR CRAFT, who had 
more bodies around to do the chores. 1 


knew that a new magazine splitting 
amoeba-like from R&C would fare no 
better, so I took steps to make it 
happen my way. 

Magazines don't just spring forth at 
Petersen until they're tested. First as 
^One-shots/* then Quarterlies* 

Bi-Monthlies, etc. Good thinking, and 
based on that, I went to Ken Bayless, 
head of (he Petersen Book Division. I 

laid out the problem, and the potential 
solution. In addition to Kohler and 
Millar, I had other guys on tap— Oeee 
Ritch and Joe Henning—and maybe 
even the great Medley himself. The 
name of the book, I said to Ken, was 
obvious. A real natural. It had to be, 
“CARtoons"!!! I suggested he nail it 
down fast before someone else got the 
idea. 1 hadn't told anyone else in the 
biz except for R&Cs Associate Editor, 
Neal East, and he was sworn to 
secrecy. 

Well, as you know, it happened. First 
the ‘'CARtoons" one-shot, with brisk 
sales that spelled success and a future. 
You were bom* and starting to grow. 

Meantime, your Dad, here, got 
not-so-genrly cashiered following an 
oiT-beat yarn in R&C about a 
single-seat vehicle which accelerated to 
I lOmph and stopped again in 10 
seconds. It wasn't until someone 
looked inside the magazine and 
discovered we were talking about a 
parachute that the smiles faded. And so 
did L 

So the of wordsmith was out on the 
street. A half-interest in a motorcycle 
newspaper was promised* but died after 
seven weeks of no pay and a publisher 
who sold it to pay his debts. 1 tried to 
start a magazine on my own called 
AuiaHobbies and the backer reneged. 

Then Petersen Publishing relented. 
Don Evans had just been promoted to 
Editor of CAR CRAFT and needed a

Yep. But only for a while, as it turned 
out. CC was not my cup of lea. Those 
guys were really serious about those 
sleds !!! Hoo-haH ! Not this kid. I had 
to get OUT. 

So I went to the publishers of 
Karting World with a plan for a 
Campanian magazine. Print it at the 
same lime a hot subject in a market 
which had very little competition, and 
to it with a fresh approach. It would be 
R&C for motorcycles, and the name 
would be, "Cycle World” I M Hmmm, 
we'll look it over,” they said. Following 
up several weeks later, I learned they 
were indeed putting out the first issue, 
but “had no need of outside help,"' 

(The first editor now takes credit for it 
aiL) 

So I was to remain working at 
"Pete's Pub” but not with CC. I got 
transferred to the Book Division. My 
arena included the Hot Rod and 
Custom Car Annuals, some of the 
automotive one-shots and ... yes, you 
guessed it, “CARtoons” magazine. 

You were just in your infancy, even 
them-probably a reason why in your 
AUTObiography on p. 36 you forgot 
that your first issues were with Bill 
Martin listed as Editor. Bill was the 
number 2 guy in Book Div r behind 
Bay less. Now he really wasn't a 
cartoonist, even Then Dick Day, who 
was—and mebbe shoulda stayed 
one—took over following his Editorship 
at CC and KART (Gave Don Evans 
his big break, he did !), cartoonists were 
called Unc'-this and Unc'-that ? Even 
“Pappy” Lemons wasn't your real Dad! 
No, CAR'—it was me. Just me. 

Oh, I don't mind a lot that you said 
I was "the only /lo/f-carioonist who 
ever drove me merrily through a 
buneha issues.” I did do cartoons and 
caricatures and illustrations and 
designs—and still do. Bul I also write, 
and wrench. And I make up neat 
names. Like yours , 

So don't fret that you don't 


remember your babyhood correctly. 

Few of m do. And if Millar and 
Kohler can't remember which one 
named you, it's not important which, or 
that neither of them did. Because they 
were more important to you being what 
you have been and are today than I 
ever was, I wrote quite a few of the 
stories when you were young, and had 
them illustrated for you, but I didn't 
stay around long, The old wandurlust 
got. me and I moved on, knowing you 
w^ere tn good hands. Used to stop by 
the office now and then and see hnw 
you were faring. Did a coup la years as 
Editor of the rotogravure section over 
at HOT ROD, wrote several one-shot 
books and motorcycling for the Book 
Division, and then sorta moved over 
into other things the past 20 years.

And so are all those other folks 
who made you what you are.
